The mean temperature for 191% was 40.9 degrees, being 2.9 degrees lower 
than the preceding year, and 2.4 degrees lower than the normal for the thirty-six 
years, 1882-1917. 

The mean temperature for the six months, April-September, was 2.9 degrees 
lower than the preceding year, and 1.5 degrees below the thirty-six year normal. 
March, July and August were the only months above average, with March the 
highest. with a departure of 2.9 degrees; all the others were below, ranging from 
0.4 degrees in January to 8.6 degrees in December.

The year 1917 had 1,873.3 hours of sunshine, or 64.3 hours less than the 
average for the last thirty-six years. The six growing months, April-September, 
had 1,217.8 hours of sunshine or 14.2 hours less than the thirty-six year normal. 
Five months were in excess of their average, December being greatest with 36.3 
hours, while of the seven months which were below October was 47.2 hours less 
than normal.

The total amount of rainfall for the five months, November-March, was 4.47 
inches, or 1.63 inches below the average for the thirty-six years, 1882-1917, 

The total amount of snowfall was 72.5 inches, or 3.8 inches above the average. 
December, January and March were in excess with 1.4, 1.0 and 4.0 inches respec- 
tively, while November and February were below with 0.6 and 2.0 inches. 

The six months, April-September, however, comprise what is regarded as 
the growing season for most crops, and the following table gives the rainfall of 
these months for the last five years, 1913-1917, and for the thirty-six years, 
1882-1917:

The rainfall for the six months, April-September, comprising the growing 
season, was 16.16 inches, or 1.04 inches less than the previous year, and in com- 
parison with the normal for the thirty-six-year period was 0.69 inches in excess. 
May and September were below, having a deficiency of 0.42 and 1.18 inches 
respectively, while the others ranged from 0.15 to 1.01 inches above their respective 
normals. 


VEGETATION AND SPRING SOWING. 


Growth in field, forest and orchard according to the May bulletin, appeared 
to be about a fortnight behind. “It is many years since cattle were so late in 
getting on pasture,’ was the remark of several correspondents in various sections 
of the Province. 7 

Sprinc SOWING.—Seeding of spring grains was practically completed by the 
end of May. As the ground had been in fine condition to receive the seed, the 
catch was on the whole an excellent one, although a few complained that germina- 
tion was slow on account of the cool weather since sowing. 

The bulletin further said: “There will likely be an increased area of spring 
wheat, oats and barley. What are known as the planting crops, such as beans, 
corn, and potatoes, are now being rushed in, as are also roots. A considerablé 
area of corn and early potatoes are already in, notwithstanding the backward season, 
Should favorable weather ensue, the acreage of most of the spring crops will 
probably be the largest for a number of years.” 
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STATISTICS OF FIELD CROPS.

THE GRAIN CROPS. 


Fatty WueEat.—The bulletin issued in November, 1916, had the following 
regarding the new crop of winter wheat: “ Owing to the drought in August most 


of the new fall wheat was put in later than usual. 


The seed-bed in most cases 


was very dry and hard, and in many instances germination was slow and uneven. 
Owing to so much late sowing the young fall wheat fields have not had so large a 
top as usual, although late rains have brought the crop forward more encouragingly. 
On account of the late harvest, and the rush of farm work generally, because of 
the lack of labor, the acreage sown is about one-fifth less than that of 1915. 


Very little injury was reported from the Hessian fly or other insects.” 
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The condition of the crop in April was thus described: “ The acreage of fall 
wheat will be less than that of a year ago by about twenty per cent. The dry, 
hot summer and early fall rendered the ground too hard for a good seed-bed, 
and as a consequence much of the sowing was done late, while some land intended 
for the crop was reserved for barley or other spring grains. Most of the fields 
were able to show only a small top for their fall growth, but the steady covering 
of snow extending from December until well into March gave almost perfect 
protection to the young wheat, and the crop met the first of April in practically 
the same condition as it entered the winter. When correspondents reported— 
from April 9th to the 12th—cold nights and sunny days were causing alternating 
freezing and thawing upon practically bare fields, and the crop was suffering 
~ somewhat from ‘heaving. The extent of injury from this so far is not serious, 
put the actual prospects of the crop cannot be fairly estimated until the young 
plants get their spring start. Some of the fields were said to be looking rather 
brown when correspondents wrote, yet life and vigor appeared to be left, which 
erowing weather would carry along. The later sown fields as a rule looked the more 
patchy, especially where there was little or no drainage.” 

The May bulletin had the following regarding the crop: “ In addition 
to the freezings and thawings which were so common during March and April, 
and which caused much heaving of fall wheat, frequent cold winds during that 
period also told against the crop reaching its best condition. As a result, por- 
tions of many fields have been turned under, or were patched with oats, barley, 
or millet for feeding purposes. Timely rains had fallen as correspondents were 
reporting, and the warm weather following had revived the fields to such an 
extent that growers were feeling much more encouraged.” 

August reports were to the effect that fall wheat would be about an average 
in yield per acre, although individual yields ranged from 12 to 45 bushels. Injury 
from midge had been reported from Haldimand, Welland, Lincoln and some 
adjoining counties, although not to a serious extent. A little rust also had been 
complained of in various parts of the Province. Harvesting began about July 
20th, and was completed in most quarters by the 10th of August. The weather 
was ideal for cutting and getting in the crop. 

The November bulletin remarked: “The yield of fall wheat is practically 
an average one. The general quality is also up to the standard, notwithstanding 
the unusually hot weather that hastened harvesting. Complaints were made of rust 
and smut, but not to a serious extent.” 


THe New Fatt Wueat.—With the prolongation of the war the production 
of wheat increases in importance. The November bulletin said: “It was the 
expressed intention of many farmers that the area of fall wheat would be enlarged 
this season, but the very dry condition of the soil at sowing time, the lateness 
of the harvest, the press of other work, and the scarcity of field help hindered 
progress in this particular line, and the indications are that the acreage of new 
wheat now in the ground will be practically the same as that, of last fall. While 
most of the crop was got in during the last three weeks of September, a consider- 
able portion had to be sown during October—some of it very late in that month— 
and this, with the slow growth generally owing to the cold, raw weather of October, 
has resulted in many of the fields having only a small top with which to enter 
the winter. Several correspondents, however, point out that though small in 
the blade the plant is vigorous, especially where got in on well prepared land. 
Comparatively little complaint has been made of injury by insects. Dawson’s 
Golden Chaff still leads all other varieties in popularity.” 
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Spring WHEaT.—This crop is not now largely raised in the Province, but, 
according to the August reports, the yield promised to be better than usual, while 
the straw also showed an improvement in length compared with that of recent: 
years. Cutting began on August 8th, and was proceeding as correspondents wrote. 

The November bulletin stated that the acreage of spring wheat was much 
less than that of fall wheat, but that it also has done well both as to yield and 
quality. A Huron correspondent spoke well of the Marquis variety. 


, 


BaRLEY.—“ The barley harvest this season,’ said the August bulletin, “is 
one of the most satisfactory ever reaped in the Province. The yield per acre 
runs high, while the straw is long and clean. Odd mention only is made of smut. 
or rust. Some fear, however, that a portion of the crop ripened too rapidly 
during the hot, dry spell. Harvesting began about the 2nd of August, and was. 
not completed when correspondents reported.” 

November returns were to the effect that notwithstanding the drouth and 
extreme heat attending the ripening and harvesting of barley the crop had turned 
out first-class in yield and general quality, taking the Province over. As in the 
case of all the cereals, the straw was of good length and general color. 


Oats.—This very important crop was thus dealt with in the August bulletin: 
“Oats promise to exceed even barley as being the bumper grain crop of the year. 
_ The average and total yields will likely be the largest on record for Ontario. 
Individual yields run as high as 60, 70 and even 80 bushels an acre. The straw 
is of unusual length, and on the whole clean, although here-and there complaints 
are made of rust and smut. While a few early fields were cut by the middle of 
August, the bulk of the crop has yet to be harvested, and fears are expressed that 
with the full heads of grain and the great length of straw there will be danger 
of ‘lodging’ should heavy rains occur before the fields are cut.” 

Following is a summary of the November reports: “ While the average yield 
is one of the largest on record, reports vary more regarding oats than in the 
case of the other leading grains. Early sown field& did much better than those 
got in later, some of which were caught by wet weather and frost while in the 
shock, as lack of labor prevented quick harvesting. The weight per measured 


bushel varies from good to light. A few complaints were made of smut and 
rust in late oats.” 


Ryb.— There is only a small acreage of this crop grown for grain,” said the 


August bulletin, “and on the whole it has done fairly—about on all fours with 
fall wheat.” : 


The November reports were thus summarized: “ This crop may be described 


as fully up to the average in both yield and quality. It is not now largely grown — 


for grain.” 


Pras.—According to the August bulletin, peas gave promise of an unusually 
good yield up to the last week or two of July, but the torrid weather which then 
prevailed shortened blossoming, and also checked growth where the pods were filling. 


Green peas grown for the canneries had done relatively better than the common 
field crop.

BuckWHEAT.—The greater part of this crop was sown late, and much of it 
was hit by frost while standing, or while lying in the field cut, and suffered 
more or less in quality. Very little had been threshed as correspondenta wrote 
about the beginning of November. 


Beans.—August reports regarding beans varied greatly, ranging all the way 
from poor to good. The early part of the season was too cold and rainy for 
the crop, both for planting and growth, and the drouth following was very trying 
to late fields. The acreage had been largely increased, many farmers trying 
beans as a field crop for the first time. 

The November bulletin said: “ While some have had good returns from beans, 
there has been small encouragement for others who this year extended their acreage 
of this crop. Planting as a rule was unusually late, owing to heavy rains in May 
and June, and at podding time there was a period of drouth accompanied by 
great heat, Later on the late fields were caught by frost. As a result the yield 
and quality, except in special cases, are not up to the average. Complaints were 
made in a few quarters of injury to beans by the corn seed maggot.” 


Corn.—This crop was put in late generally, owing to the wet weather pre- 
vailing at that period. ‘The cold and wet which continued after planting also kept 
back growth, and when the very warm weather came about the middle of July, 
the general appearance of the fields were about three weeks behind the vormal. 
Since then, however, the crop came along in a much more promising way, and 
(especially silo corn) was expected to give a three-fourths yield should it escape 
frost. When correspondents wrote in August the chances were that some of the 
fields would fail to mature owing to late planting. 

November returns were not encouraging. 'The season was a poor one for corn, 
which, like most other spring crops, was very late in planting. Although it made” 
good growth in the latter part of the season, much of it was touched by early 
frost, and complaints of imperfect cobbing and failure to mature were common, 
As a consequence there will be considerable soft corn, and there is some anxiety 
as to the general quality of next year’s seed. The scarcity of farm help also 
delayed the cutting of the crop and the putting of it into the barn or silo, which 
work was greatly hindered by the bad weather then prevailing. 


HAY AND CLOVER. 


é 


The April bulletin, speaking of the prospects for clover, said: “This crop, 
like fall wheat, went through the winter well protected by snow, and came out 
in the spring in most promising condition. Since the snow disappeared, however, 
there has been some heaving experienced, but it is too early to judge of its effects. 
With a favorable spring start the crop ought to be well up to the standard in 
most localities.” 

May conditions were thus described in the bulletin issued in that month : 
“Cold spring weather stunted-growth, but the plants are thick, and some corre- 
spondents predict a fair crop should favorable weather prevail. Old meadows, 
which yielded so generously last year, are now in poor condition, but the newer 
seeding is promising.” 
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The August reports were most encouraging. The bulletin then issued stated: 
“On the whole hay will rank as an excellent crop, both as to yield and quality. 
Frequent rains in May and June redeemed many of the clover fields, which had 
come through the cold, raw early spring stunted in growth and not very promising 
in appearance. Early cut hay was caught by the rain and injured by exposure 
in the fields, but the bulk of the crop was harvested under the very best conditions, 
the curing in most cases being almost perfect. Owing to the hot and dry weather of 
the latter half of July hastening the ripening of grain, and the scarcity of farm 
help, some hay lay in coils in the fields, and some was still uncut as correspondents 
wrote. The second growths of red clover and alsike are said to give good promise 
of seed. Mowing began on the 10th of July, but owing to the frequent rains 
the bulk of the crop was cut between July 20th and August 10th.” 


- CiLover SrED.—Fall reports concerning the prospects for clover seed were not 
favorable in the main. The crop at one time promised well for seed, but rains 
delayed cutting, and early frosts did so much injury to the heads that many fields 
were put to pasture. New sowing of clover is doing well. Alsike is reported 
as being from fair to good, both for seed and general purposes. 


ALFALFA.—This crop wintered better than red clover this year. While some 


of the reports concerning alfalfa place it as a doubtful crop on account of its 
tendency to run out early from winter-killing and other causes, the great weight 
of opinion is favorable toward it as a superior feed for live stock, more especially 
for dairy cattle. : 


FIELD ROOTS. 


PoraToEs.—Judging by the August returns early potatoes had done well, but 
late varieties were not so promising. Blight had appeared in many localities, but 
happily it had not made the progress that was feared a few weeks before. The 
fields as a rule were then looking well, but rain was needed, as the land was 
very dry. 


The November bulletin said: “ Potatoes are regarded as a fair crop generally. ~ 


ixcept on low soils there has been no marked tendency to rot, and the general 
quality is good. Owing to rain and the scarcity of farm hands some of the 
crop remained undug when correspondents reported, and odd reports speak of 
tnjury from frost on this account.” 


Roots.—“ But for the shortage of help roots would rank among the most 


promising of field crops,” ran the August bulletin. “As it is there are too many 
weedy, fields. Turnips are doing better relatively than mangels, although all 
classes of roots are beginning to show the effects of the recent very hot and 
dry weather.” 


of roots: 


Turnips.—This class of roots, generally speaking, will be a satisfactory crop. 
Although not as a rule large in size, owing to late planting, they are fairly uniform 
in shape, and of good general appearance. In a few counties the Zebra caterpillar 
attacked turnip fields and did injury, but the damage was more or less local 
About one-third of the crop remained to be pulled on the first of November. 5 


The November bulletin had the following to say regarding the various kinds 
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Manerts.—Only fair in size, but good in quality and yield, is a fair summary 
of the reports regarding mangels. ‘They are practically all housed. 


| Sucar Breets.—LEarly sugar beets did well, but those planted late did not give 
the same satisfaction. 


Carrots.—Very few correspondents had anything to say about field carrots, 
but that little was favorable. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Topacco.—This crop, most of which’ is grown in the county of Kent, was 
not in a satisfactory condition when correspondents reported in August. Owing 
to frequent rains at the time of planting the fields had to be set unusually late, 
and the wet, cool weather which continued for some time gave the plants a poor 
start. The prospects then were for a light to medium yield, although a few good 
fields were reported. 

The November bulletin said: “'The acreage of tobacco is comparatively small 
this year. arly planted was a fair crop, but that grown later did not do well, 
and some of it was eaught by-frost. On account of the comparatively cold weather 
the leaf has been drying rather slowly.” 


THRESHING AND MARrKETING.—The following appeared in the November 
bulletin: “ Owing to the delayed harvest and the comparatively large yield of 
erain, threshing has been going on much later than usual. While most farmers 
are through, about 25 per cent. of the grain remains to be threshed, and the work 
will run into December in many localities. Considerable threshing had to be 
done in the fields on account of the scarcity of labor. Marketing has not been 
rushed, many preferring to feed the bulk of the grain to their live stock and thus 
“sell on foot.’ The urgency of other fall work also has kept many farmers from 
going to market.” 


Fatt PLowine.—This important item of farm work was much delayed by 
late harvesting and threshing, wet and cold weather in October, urgent need of 
silo filling on account of frosts, and the great lack of help. As a consequence 
the work was not more than-half done at the beginning of November, although 
some individuals had finished, and it was then thought that unless a good deal of 
open weather occurred the desired acreage of fall plowing would not be completed. 
Tractors had helped out well, especially on sod, but owing to so much rain in 
the early part of the fall it was exceedingly hard at times to work the machines. 
or the horse plows, on stubble. 


Farm IMPROVEMENTS.—The rainy weather of the spring and fall, together 
with the scarcity and high price of tile and the lack of labor, greatly handicapped 
the progress of underdraining. Nevertheless, a fair amount was done, especially 
in some of the Lake Erie and adjoining counties. A correspondent in Essex states 
that forty-seven ditching machines were at work in that county. There has been 
less building or renovation of houses and barns than in more recent years, on 
account of the shortage of material and of skilled labor. The increased cost of 
wire, and the lack of help, also restricted the extent of fencing done. 
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ORCHARDS AND SMALL FRUITS. 


: ae 

The April bulletin said: “There has been some injury to buds and new 
wood of peaches, but the effects of the freezing back may not be serious. Other- 
_wise orchard trees are said to be in good condition generally, although some 
young fruit trees (more especially in the Lake Ontario and St. Lawrence and 
Ottawa countries) were more or less girdled by mice and rabbits, as is usually 
the case when the snow lies long and deep. Strawberry fields came through the 
winter in good shape—or as well as they entered it—but where not mulched have 
suffered more or less from being heaved by the alternating frosts and thaws of 
the first week or so of April. Grapevines are said to have been cut back by the 
severe weather in some districts, but they generally can stand a little of nature’s 
pruning.” | 

“ Orchard trees are only beginning to bloom, perhaps two weeks later than 


ordinarily,” said the May bulletin. “ Several correspondents point out that this may - 


enable the fruit to escape late frosts. Apples are not blossoming freely, but 
cherries, plums and pears give promise of good yields. Some peach buds were 
frozen in the latter part of the winter, but the bulk of the crop was not seriously 
hurt, and most growers will have fair yields. Small fruits give promise of good 
returns should they escape frost.” 

According to the August returns a good deal of spraying had been done, but 
its effects were more or less neutralized by the rainy weather which was so general 
in May and June. Apples set poorly, and the summer drop was quite pronounced, 
the result being that only a very light yield was expected. “ Here and there,” 
said the August bulletin, “ of course, individual growers will have a much better 
experience. Plums and pears have done a little better than apples. Peaches 
will be from light to medium in yield. Cherries, especially the sour varieties, 
yielded well, but suffered considerably from the fruit fly. Grapes promise well, 
but are late in growth. Strawberries gave promise of immense yields, but much 


of the choicest fruit rotted just at picking time on account of the prolonged 


cold and wet early summer. Raspberries bore heavily, but were somewhat checked 
by the heated term late in July and early in August.” 

Fall conditions were thus expressed in the November bulletin: “ While some 
orchards were said to be dying from neglect, it is also claimed that much more 
intelligent care is now being taken of the trees, generally speaking. There has 
been a very light yield of apples, especially of the more valuable later varieties. 
There also appears to be more attention than formerly paid to the matter of 
grading and packing, and the box is used more as a package. Pears did not 
give a large yield, although they did better relatively than apples. There was 
a good supply of peaches in the Niagara district, but some of the later varieties 
had difficulty in developing into best quality, as the season was unusually late, 


and some of the early fall weather was rather cold. Plums were fair in yield, where ~ 


well sprayed. for the curculio. Cherries, though attacked by the fruit fly, also 
did fairly well. Grapes, usually a most satisfactory crop, did not do so well, as 
owing to the early cold weather most of the fruit had to be picked to escape 
frost, and before much of it had been sweetened by ripening. Bush fruits as a 
rule gave very fair yields.” )

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LIVE STOCK AND THE DAIRY. 


It required good judgment to carry live stock through the winter economically 
and in good condition; for while there was an abundance of hay, the other fodders, 
such as grain, corn, straw and roots, were very light, and mill-feeds and other 
concentrates were never higher in price. 

The April bulletin had the following to say regarding live stock: ““ There 
is a surplus of farm horses, which would have been greater but for shipments to 
the Northwest, chiefly from western Ontario. Horses generally look rather thin, 
but less disease than usual has been reported among them. 

“Fat cattle are scarce, high prices having tempted farmers to part with them 
sooner than usual. Store cattle are relatively more numerous, but there are not 
so many as in recent years. All classes of cattle are somewhat leaner than usual, 
and owners were never more anxious to get them on the grass, as the more 
succulent feeds, such as roots and silage, are scarce. Cattle practically present a 
clean bill of health. One serious feature, however, is the fact that too many 
calves are being slaughtered. One correspondent urges that the Government should 
prohibit the sale of young animals to the butchers during the war. 

“This is a time when the pig is prized. Bacon values never have been so 
high, and the demand for swine of all ages has never been so strong. Young 
animals a few weeks old have brought from $12 to $15 a pair. The number 
of swine now on hand is less than in former years, although farmers are trying 
to get and fit as many as possible. However, the soaring prices of grains, etc., 
have cut considerably into the profits. 

“There appears to be a revival of sheep raising in some quarters, although 
_. in many localities this industry is still more or less slighted. The flocks have 
wintered well, and lambing is reported to be coming on most encouragingly. 
The dog nuisance is again referred to by several correspondents as a threat to 
sheep husbandry.” - 

Conditions late in May were thus described in the bulletin then issued: 
“While healthy, all farm animals are rather thinner in form than is usual at 
this time of the year. Cattle are largely on the grass, which is rather short yet, 
and in many cases supplementary feeding is necessary. Butchers’ cattle are selling 
at from 10 to 12 cents a pound. The milk flow is fully up to the average. Cheese 
factories along the St. Lawrence are slow in selling at 2214 cents a pound. There 
are plenty of young colts on hand, but there is not a pressing demand for any 
class of horses at present. Hogs are scarce at from $16 to $16.50 a cwt., and 
too many of them are being turned off light.” 

August reports were to the following effect: “ All classes of live stock are 
reported to be in good condition. Up to the latter part of July pastures were 
never better, and the flow of milk had been such as to keep cheese factories, 
creameries and condenseries working overtime for weeks together. Although the 
dairy herds: have fallen off considerably in milk production, the yield at present 
is well in quantity for the time of year, and pastures, while showing the effects 
of the drouth, are in fully average condition. Flies have been very annoying 
to milking cows, despite ordinary treatment. With plenty of hay, grain and straw, 
and the likelihood of sufficient corn to fill the silos, the prospects for wintering 
dairy cattle and other live stock are most encouraging.” 


Datryine.—The November bulletin had the following special reference to 
the dairy industry : “August and September pastures were never better, and the 
flow of milk consequently was most gratifying to dairymen. There was much 
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wet, cold, and generally disagreeable weather in the following month, and the 
milk yield soon fell to normal, especially as there was a scarcity even of the 
high-priced mill feeds and other concentrates for supplementary feeding. The 
dairying business, however, on the whole had a thriving season, every branch 
endeavoring to get its share of the generous milk production. The introduction 
of milk condenseries is challenging to some extent the control of the long-estab- 
lished cheese factories and creameries, while the incessant cry from the milk con- 
sumers of the cities and towns for “ More!” is also increasing competition. Good 
milch cows are in strong demand at from $100 to $130, higher figures being paid 
for extra good milkers.” . | 

The following appeared in the November bulletin: “The general health of live 
stock is all that could be desired, although many cattle are going off pasture a 
little lighter than owners would wish. Fewer fat cattle, but a fair number of 
stockers and butchers’ animals are now being marketed. One correspondent bluntly 
remarks that this winter some cattle will have to ‘rough it through,’ but others 
speak of plenty of fodder being on hand for what cattle are kept. There is an 
abundance of straw for all classes of live stock. 

“Hogs are being steadily marketed— going all the time, as one report 
reads. The comparative failure of the corn crop is likely to affect hog raising 
to some extent, although there will be a large quantity of grain and other fodder 
to carry a large number of animals along. Prices at present range from $15 
to $17.50 a ewt. for bacon hogs ready for killing, according to location, quality 
of the animal, and the offer of the buyer. Small pigs are commanding good figures. 

“Sheep are returning to favor. Breeding animals have been well paid for 
recently by both Canadian and American buyers, and sheep raisers are feeling 
much encouraged. There is every likelihood of more sheep being kept in the 
immediate’ future. . 


“Horses are not in great demand, but are reported to be in generally fair 


condition. 

“Silos, which are general over the Province, are yearly increasing in favor. 
' The poor crop of corn this year will not affect the popularity of silage as a good 
feed for cattle and other farm animals. Ontario dairying could not exist to-day 
without the silo. 


METHODs or FEEDING.—Owners of live stock have been feeding very carefully 
during the winter. Hay, being a bountiful crop, was given more liberally than 
usual, but other fodders were doled out sparingly. On many farms stockmen 
seemed content to have their animals just “winter through,” somewhat lean in 
flesh, yet healthy. Corn is still regarded as a leading fodder crop, sometimes 
being fed shredded, sometimes as stover, but more commonly as silage. Even 
in such a poor corn season as the present the silo is proving its worth as a winter 
feed supply, particularly for dairy cattle. A good word is spoken of alfalfa as 
a nutritive fodder. Both tied and loose systems of feeding are in vogue, each 
method having its sturdy advocates. A variety of rations are given for carrying 
live stock over the winter, among which are the following: Cut straw, silage and 
roots ; straw and chaff mixed with chop and roots; silage, hay and a little grain, 
finishing off on the grass in the spring. Less concentrates than usual were fed 
owing to their high cost, but considerable low grade western wheat and oats 
were brought in. In the fall many sheep and cattle were finished on rape. 


Fopper Suppiizs 1x Apriu.— With the exception of hay, which hag been 
more or less plentiful in every district, all fodders are scarce,” said the April 
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bulletin: “The grains were light in yield last summer, and high prices tempted 
too many farmers to part with more than was advisable; consequently stores of 
these are now small. Owing to the poor corn crop, silos are carrying less than 
usual at this time of the year, while roots are few, turnips In many cases com- 
manding city food prices. Straw has been comparatively scarce, in most localities 
selling at nearly the price of hay; consequently horses and cattle as a rule have 


had to get along with less bedding than was needed. Notwithstanding the close 


scraping indicated, farmers are most hopeful, and expect to pull through with 
careful feeding until the new supplies come in.” 


Fopprer Suppries iv May.—The bulletin issued late in May had the following: 
“The backwardness of pastures caused a heavy draw upon fodder supplies during 
May. The high price of mill feeds also cut greatly into barn stores. Grains and 
silage were very scarce during the month, and but for the good crop of hay last 
year the feeding situation in most sections of the Province would have been a 
most serious one. One correspondent says that some farmers are storing hay for 
next winter’s use. Considerable quantities of Western oats for feeding to live 
stock have been imported during the past few months.” 


Fopper Suppress tn NovemMBER.—The bulletin issued in that month said: 
“It is many years since there was on hand so generous a winter supply of both 
erains and general roughage, with the exception of corn which is lower than usual 
in bin and silo. Much of the corn also is not of good quality. Hay gave an 
abundant yield, although some of it which could not be got in the barn for lack 


‘of room has been injured in the stack by rains and raw fall weather. Farmers 


are disposing of surplus hay at from $8 to $14 a ton, according to manner and 


place of delivery and quality. All classes of cereals turned out well this season, 


both as to grain and straw, the latter being on the whole of excellent quality 
either for feed and bedding. Im the language of a correspondent, ‘bean. stover 
will not be up to much, a good deal of it being frozen and water-logged.’ Hog 
feed will be scarcer than that for horses and those cattle that are carried over 
mainly by hay, silage, and such fodders, and prices are high for such extra feeds 
as may have to be purchased. The value per ton for mill products and other 
concentrates are given as: Bran, $35 to $40; shorts, $42 to 48; oil cake, $60; 
cottonseed meal, $57. Linseed meal was selling at $7 a cwt.” 


Pouttrry.—The November bulletin contained the following: “ There has been 
a decrease in the number of all classes of poultry. While this is to be partly 
attributed to poor hatching in the spring, owing to unfavorable weather conditions, 
a number of poultrymen are discouraged from increasing their stock of fowl not- 


withstanding the record prices for eggs, holding that the high cost of feed makes 


maintenance too expensive for a reasonable profit. Several correspondents, how- 
ever, place profits on laying hens at about a dollar apiece. The demand for eggs 
for breeding is also reported to have fallen off considerably. Geese and ducks 
are reported to have done better relatively than other fowl. Turkeys are con- 
sidered to be difficult to raise under such seasonal conditions as have prevailed.

LABOR, WAGES AND PRODUCTION. 


Labor conditions in April were thus described in the bulletin issued in that 
month: “ Wages for farm help were never so high as at present, as owing to the 
call of war and the attraction of big pay in munition and other factories, suitable 
men are now very scarce. For efficient farm hands rates range from $40 to $50 
a month with board, and occasionally more. The proposal to have men and 
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boys from the towns and cities assist in agricultural work this summer is welcomed 
by the majority of correspondents, but others scoff at the idea of having to train 
helpers in a time of rush. The use of larger machinery and increased _horse- 
power is regarded as one way out of the difficulty, and farm help will be exchanged 
more than ever. It is also stated that in the fields more female labor than ever 
before from local families will be utilized to meet the emergency. It is claimed 
that a census taken in a township in Brant county shows that there is only one 
man available to work every 85 acres of farm land. Reports from other quarters 
say that frequently there is only one male worker to every 100, and sometimes 
150 acres.” 

| The August bulletin said: “ With harvesting about half through, a keen demand 
for farm laborers is still on. During the past week there has been an improved 
‘response from the towns and cities to calls from the farm. Fortunately good 
harvest weather has helped in, the clearing off of the ripening crops. Farmers 
are exchanging work more largely than ever, and their wives and daughters 
are helping with the rush in the fields. More milking machines are being installed 
in the dairy districts, and larger field implements are being purchased. Regard- 
ing the use of improved machinery, one Representative stated that he is ‘ snowed 
under’ by requests for the use of the tractor to get the land ready for the new 
fall wheat, as a large acreage is now being prepared for that crop. Wages range 
from $2 to $3 a day, with board, really efficient men commanding even more; 
by the month, from $30 to $50 is paid, according to ability. Boys get from $1 
to $1.50 a day.” 

“The labor situation increases in difficulty as the war continues,” said the 

_ November bulletin. “The scarcity of help on the farm, necessarily rendered 

more acute by the working of the Military Service Act, together with the urgency 
of greater production on the one hand, and the imperative need of strengthening 
our forces on the firing line on the other hand, causes much perplexity to even 
the most patriotic farmers. Some correspondents are almost in despair in coming 
to a conclusion as to what they should do; but there is a general desire expressed 
that come what may, those remaining behind will use every endeavor to keep up, 
and if possible, increase production until the final victory is won by Great Britain — 
and her allies. To this end, also, farmers’ wives and daughters in considerable 
numbers, are assisting in field and other heavy work, and neighboring farmers 
are exchanging labor as never before. As to the matter of wages, the general 
opinion seems to be that the present rates, though higher than many can afford 
to pay, will not likely fall until after the war. Skilled farm laborers have been 
commanding from $2.50 to $4 a day, with board, while some have received as 
high as $500 and $600 a year, with board. Domestic servants on the farm are 
almost impossible to procure, town and city life proving too alluring.
